THE BENEFIT OF IT. 


A TRIP THROUGH THE SEW 
AGE-IRRIGATED DISTRICT. 


What Farmers of the Vernon Dis- 
trict Have to Say of Their Ex- 
perience—Three Crops a Year 

and the Land Constantly Im- 
proving—No Evil Results. 


THE Tuts, as its readers are fully 
aware, has maintained that, instead of 
incurring the enormous expense of con- 
structing and keeping up an outfall 
sewer to the sea, tosay nothing of the 
rights of property-owners along the 
coast injuriously affected by the sew- 
age deposit, the city can and should 
utilize this sewage by providing a sys- 
tem of irrigation and fertilization, and 
thus enrich the country receiving it, 
and lessen, to an immense degree, the 
cost of construction and the subsequent 
expense of * system in re- 
pair. If this can be accomplished, a 
two-fold source of wealth Will be es- 
tablished. First, a direct and perpetual 
revenue to the city for the use of the 
sewage water, and second, the fice 
benefit that must arise from build 
up and sustaining a large extent af 
country near the city, which, without 
thie, sewage, would produce ‘little or 
nothing of value. 

To determine the possibilities of so 
desirable a plan, and to investigate the 
benefits arising from the use of the 
sewage water, a representative of this 
pore made a tour yesterday of that 

ighly-productive district in and 
around Vernon which is 
with irrigation water b e South 
Side Irrigation Company. The reporter 
did not find a single individual in the 
whole of the territory visited but was 
emphatic in his praise of its value as a 
fertilizer. The investigator was as- 
sured on every hand that, without this 
sewage water, there would be little 
need of cultivating the soil at all, for 
it would pay but a meager pittance, 
however well it might be provided with 
the ordinary irrigation water. Mr. 
Wagner went so far as to say that if 
he were deprived of this sewage water 
he could not support his family on his 
20 acres of ground. The surface of 
the land in nearly. ali that vast terri- 
tory is composed of loose sand, which 

1 uires fertilization even more than 

oes irrigation. 

It is.a well-established principle in 
the management of municipal affairs 
everywhere to aid in building up and 
sustaining the contiguous Country, 
and nowhere else does this apply with 
greater force than here, where two and 
even three crops are possible in a year, 
5 —— land can be made to endure the 
strain. 


Mr. Martz, although ſavoring the 


5 outfall sewer for the very good reason 


that it will afford him an escape from 
a troublesome and vexatious winter 
flow, says that no amount of cropping 
can possibly impoverish land that is 
supplied with sewage water; but on 
the contrary, whatever demands are 
made upon it, it will constantly grow 
rieher and richer. 
Avery forcible examplification of 
this matter may be seen at Vernon by 
observing, as the reporter did, the 
difference in the produce of land which 
formerly received the sewage water.

water for irrigation, and, notwith- 
standing the benefits to the soil from 
the former irrigation cannot be oblit-

In the first locality 
there can be but one inferior crop 
‘raised during the year, while in the 
other two and three crops of barley or 
corn in turn can be produced in 
abundance, while five and six crops of, 
alfalfa can be secured in a single year. 

The first place visited was that of 
tue ‘McKinley Bros. on Wilmington 
avenue in the prohibited district. 
They said they had had the sewage 
water for four years, and had found it 
of the greatest possible value. Their 
place is nearly all planted to fruits 
and nuts, and a finer looking growth | m 
can scarcely be founiin Los Angeles 
county. They say there can be little 
or no objection to the use of sewer 
water on sandy land, for the reason 
that the liquid is immediately absorbed 
and the residue, being oxidized, there 
is nothing disagreeable or offensive 
about it. They said their family had 
always been healthy and they knew of 
no trouble traceable to the use of 
sewer water. When questioned about 
complaints against its use, they said it 


| came from people who had bought land 


in the neighborhood with a view to 
speculation,and from real estate agents, 
but never from those who are 
engaged in tilling the soil and 
trying to build up the country. Not 
only so, but many who had formerly 
been very vehement in opposition to its 
use were now convinced of its value 
and of the Sg a notions about 
its objectionable features and are in 
favor of it. Another class who formerly 
opposed its use are now using all they 
can get and asking for more, and 
many others again want it who can’t 
got it at all.

. Throop, on Wilmington avenue,

sandy land, can seldom be detected a 
few hours after the flow, and is not 
half as disagreeable as the odor from a 
barn yard or a pig pen.“ Mr. Throop 
has a fine crop of corn nearly matured 
on land from which he took two barley 
crops before planting the corn. He is 
S almost everything in the way 
of fruit, grain and other produce, and 
would not be without sewer water for 
any reasonable consideration. 

t was learned from every source 
that the objections to the use of sew- 
age water is based upon false and im- 
mature notions about it, and usually 
originates with those who have had no

This fact is jncontrovertible, an dno 
one knows it better than Mr. Mart 
and so he, in proposing to dispose ＋ 
his interest inethe irrigation company, 
always makes provision for the sewage 
for his own land. Now, what is valu- 
able, if not indispensable, to Mr. 
Martz’s land would equally impor- 
tant to others. The more this ques- 
tion is investigated, the more apparent 
becomes the fact that the outfall-sewer 
N is not only a heavy expense, 
with no compensating features, but 
will cause a loss to this city amounting 
to a handsome and perpetual ‘reve- 
hue.

PLANS FOR THE SISTERS’ COl« 
LEGE ALL SETTLED. 

The Deal Closed and the College 

Goes on the Crippen Tract—- Mar- 

shal Barretto’s Fight with an 

Obstreperous Prisoner—Personal 
and General. 


SANTA MONICA, Aug. 8. — [Corre- | 


spondence of Tue TIxES.] Your cor- 
respondent was informed today by Fr. 
Hawes that the deal is closed regard- 
ing the $500,000 Sisters’ college. and 
that it is to be placed on the Crippen 
tract. This therefore settles all the 
rumors and real estate moves that 
have been made since the big project 
was first mooted, and although at one 
time the Santa Fé tract people an- 
nounced that they were victorious, 
there is now no doubt that they areout 
in the cold. The papers and contractd 
are all signed by Mr. Crippen and are 
en route to San Diego, where they will 
receive the signatures of the Sisters. 
According to the termsef the deed 


Mr. Crippen donatés twenty-two acres

REV ERSED..

The Supreme Court has decided the 
case of Emilia Danglada vs. Jesus

As we showed yesterday, the present 
sewage of Los Angeles does not 
amount to more than 250 inches, of 
which the South Side Company get 
150 inches, for fourteen years 
more, leaving only 100 inches, of which 
50 inches are to be given to Mr. Ander- 
son Rose for right of way over his 
tract on the Ballona route. In other 
words, we are to give Mr. Rose 50 
inches in order to obtain permission to 
spend $440,000 in laying pipes and 
building flumes across swamps to carry 
another 50 inches to the ocean and 


Mr. EATON says that suitable brick 
material is found at convenient points 
along the line between the ocean and 
the railroad on the Ballona route, and 
that the railroad offers convenient 
facilities for the delivery of materials 
along its route.
